RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be 
used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to 
parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the 
Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s 
rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to other business 
which is already “on the floor’. 


So that you will know the groundrules by which we are maintaining order, 
these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


¢ All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


¢e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will 
then continue considering the original motion as it has now been amend- 
ed. If the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in 
its form prior to the motion to amend. 


e A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be 
requested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a 
question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), 
but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have 
to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful 
and efficient meeting.

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TOWN MEETING - MARCH 11, 1997 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 a.m. in the down- 
stairs of the Town Hall, after completing the swearing in of all of the election offi- 
cials, namely: Robert Fowler, Carroll Chase, Sue Brown, Cynthia Nason and 
Alice Haslett, then immediately proceeded upstairs to open Town Meeting. 

The Moderator opened the meeting by explaining the rules of procedure, 
followed by the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, and the introduction of the 
Town Officials, noting that the polls would be open downstairs from 9:00 a.m. 
to 7:00 p.m., for the purpose of electing Town and School Officials and for 
deciding the written ballot item for the proposed change to the Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board. The Moderator also introduced 
the Town's attorney, Lawrence Gardner, and explained that Mr. Gardner had 
donated his services for the day. Mr. Johnson also announced that at the Annual 
Freedom School District Meeting held the night before, the budget of 
$1,409,001.00 had been approved. 


Mr. Johnson proceeded by the reading of the Warrant: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Freedom in the County of Carroll 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town 
of Freedom will be held at the Freedom Town Hall on Tuesday, the 11th 
day of March, 1997, at 9:00 o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects. 

There will be voting by Official Ballot for the election of Town Officers 
and all other articles requiring vote by Official Ballot. The polls open at 9:00 
a.m. and close at 7:00 p.m. unless there is a vote to keep the polls open to a 
later hour. The ballots will be counted after the polls close at 7:00 p.m. 

All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon begin- 
ning at 9:00 a.m. at the Freedom Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 1: (To vote by Official Ballot) 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year.

The day started with 949 voters on the checklist, 4 people registered the 
day of the election and voted, making the total 953.

Scott Brooks, the road agent, explained that the present grader is 35 years 
old; the company discontinued making graders in the mid-70's and parts 
are not available, parts found are usually from a junk yard - the Master 
Plan called for the Grader to be replaced in 1987. He's received bids from 
the three leading grader manufacturers, namely: Galleon, Caterpillar and 
John Deere. This would be a Lease Purchase plan, over five years, 
designed for small towns like Freedom. The Town can decide not to con- 
tinue with the Lease and is not committed to the payments. On the Sth 
payment, the grader becomes the property of the Town. When asked about 
health problems due to the age of the grader, Scott said there had been car- 
bon monoxide poisoning.

Betty Godfrey asked where the basketball court was located. Mark Bittner

Gail Bickford spoke on behalf of this Article and had pictures showing 
how broken-up the existing sidewalk had become. She said the original 
sidewalk had been installed in 1924. 


Discussion. 


After much discussion, Gail Bickford made a MOTION TO AMEND the 
Article by inserting "or with asphalt and granite curbing"; SECONDED 
by Marge Conrey. 


Discussion on proposed amendment. 


The Road Agent, Scott Brooks, stated that it would be necessary to have 
granite curbing, as salt deteriorates cement, and the granite curbing would 
have to go around the radius of the turn. 


Eric Bossidy asked if this would mean a cost difference. 


Scott Brooks stated he felt the money allowed would be adequate, 
because he'd measured and felt that 300 feet was too long, that really only 
about a 100 foot section is involved. 


Phyllis Mayhew noted that the sidewalk was originally built by the 
Women's Club in Freedom. 


VOTE on the proposed Amendment to Article 29, by adding ''with 
asphalt and granite curbing": YES, by majority. 
Further discussion on the Article 29 as amended. 


Betty Gordon made a MOTION TO AMEND the Article by deleting 
everything after "300 feet"; SECONDED by Al Davidson. 


Discussion on proposed amendment. 


John Krebs asked the Moderator about changing the numbers from 300 
feet to 100 feet, and Mr. Johnson explained that he had to deal with one 
proposed Amendment at a time. 
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Frank Westerhof stated that the numbers are approximate, and the inten- 
tion is to put this matter in the hands of the Selectmen to negotiate with 
the State and to come up with a solution - it is a confusing issue. 


Pam Keith inquired if this was something that the road crew can do? Scott 
Brooks noted that it would be up to the townspeople as to how the money 
would be spent.

Further discussion on Article 29 as amended by deleting everything after

David Meserve asked if this meant Gail's amendment had been changed? 
The Moderator said that it had. 


Betty Gordon stated that we should just let the Selectmen do whatever is 
necessary to fix the sidewalk. 


Gail Bickford spoke in support of Betty Gordon's amendment. 


Betty Godfrey asked Selectman Goff if he'd gotten anything in writing 
from the State. He stated he had not. 


Betty Godfrey stated that he should get everything in writing, then asked 
who would be liable now if anything happened? Mr. Goff replied that he 
believed the State would be.

Betty Godfrey inquired as to the term "dedicated street". Attorney 
Gardner responded that it was a street that somebody will deed to the 
town - limited to new roads shown on plans approved by the Planning 
Board and recorded at the Carroll County Registry of Deeds, and proba- 
bly that has been brought to Town specs. 


It was noted that if this Article did not pass, every road will have to be a 
warrant article 


Discussion. 


Al Davidson made a MOTION TO MOVE the question; SECONDED by 
Eli Gordon.

ARTICLE 32: 


To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions from prop- 
erty tax in the Town as provided in RSA 72:39-b. The question to be voted on 
as required by RSA 72:39-b, I (c) is as follows: 


"Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from the property tax in the 
_ Town of Freedom, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to 
be as follows: 


For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $12,000; 
For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $25,000; 
For a person 80 years of age or older, $50,000. 


To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for 
at least five years, own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the 
real estate is owned by such person's spouse, they must have been 
married for at least five years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a 
net income of not more than $13,400 or, if married, a combined net 
income of less than $20,400; and own net assets not in excess of 
$50,000 excluding the value of the person's residence." 


(Comment: This question must be voted on by printed ballot. If a majori- 
ty of those voting on the question vote yes, the elderly exemptions shall 
take effect on April 1, 1997.) 


MOVED: Richard Goff 
SECONDED: Robert Daly 


Bill Cutler noted that the listed numbers were recommended by the State, 
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and he made a MOTION TO AMEND the Article to "income level of not 
more than $19,000.00" and $25,000.00 if married"; SECONDED by 
Mildred McKenzie. 


Bill Cutler spoke on the amendment - said the total law has been changed 
and now social security income is added in, and the numbers need to be 
adjusted in order to balance. 


VOTE on Amendment to Article 32: YES, unanimous. 
Discussion on Article 32 as amended. 


Les Babb proposed an amendment changing the wording to "...person 
must have been a Freedom, N.H. resident..."; seconded by Ned Kucera. 


Selectman Goff noted that this was a State Statute. 


When the Moderator, Don Johnson, went to take a vote on the proposed 
amendment, Attorney Gardner pointed out that this was a State Statute and 
this meeting could not take legal action. 


The Moderator then announced that we could not vote. 


Eric Bossidy questioned why the numbers could be changed, if the word- 
ing couldn't be? 


Attorney Gardner said that the Towns had received the language from the 
State that included the minimum numbers, and that the numbers can be 
increased. 


Bob Spaulding asked if the amount of the exemptions can be changed? 
Selectman Goff responded that these amounts were not the minimums, these 
were the amounts recommended by the Selectmen, and could be changed. 


The Moderator noted that the Selectmen have already put in recommend- 
ed amounts.

VOTE on proposed Amendment: NO, by majority. 
Discussion on Article 32 as amended originally. 


The Vote on Article 32, as amended with the increased to $19,000 and 
$25,000 for income levels, had to be done by written yes/no ballots. 
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Results: 86 Ballots were cast _81 YES _5 NO 


Article 32 as amended carries. 


ARTICLE 33: 


To review real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector's deed since 
the last annual Town Meeting. 


MOVED: Kate Cranage 
SECONDED: Bob Daly 


It was noted by Selectman Mark Bittner at this point that per instructions 
from last year's town meeting, this meeting will review the properties 
acquired by tax collector's deed since the last town meeting. 


Discussion started about the Freedom Village Store property which had 
been acquired during the year by tax collector's deed, including its possi- 
ble use as a library. 


The Moderator noted that we were merely conducting a review of the 
town owned properties and could not ask the townspeople whether to keep 
or sell the properties because there had not been proper notification in the 
Warrant, and turned to Attorney Gardner for confirmation. 


Attorney Gardner said that the meeting could take no official legal action; 
that the Selectmen were being advised only. 


The Moderator then asked to complete the review and suggested that fur- 
ther items could be brought up under Article 34 - to transact any other 
business - and there would have to be a motion to discuss, vote and advise. 


Betty Godfrey felt the store should be kept and used as a Sr. Citizens center. 


The Moderator asked her to bring that up under Article 34 - this was sim- 
ply a review. 


Bob Cedar asked if the store property now had a clean bill of health. The 
Selectmen said "YES". 


John Krebs asked if the store were to be used for library purposes, would 
it be this year? Selectmen said another year. 


John Krebs asked if the store would deteriorate beyond use during the 
year? Selectman Bittner said the structure was very solid, but needed 
minor roof repairs. 


The Moderator noted that a Special Town Meeting could be petitioned for. 


Julie Coates asked about a septic system. Selectman Bittner stated that 
there is none; that it is the intent to install a holding tank where the fuel 
tanks were and it would have to be pumped. 


Don Silke asked if the tanks had been removed and had there been any 
problems. 
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Selectman Bittner said there had been some contamination but it was 
within acceptable levels. 


Bob Cedar noted that the Town Hall also uses a holding tank. 


Royann Bossidy noted that from her job experience with the State, any 
intended use without a septic system won't fly by DES...and noted that a 
holding tank wouldn't be approved by DES. 


Selectman Goff said he had spoke with somebody at the state level and if 
a system is totally contained and pumped, the State won't shut down a 
building for sewage.. 


Selectman Bittner brought forward the next parcel owners unknown - 
landlocked - lot behind Morrow's house 19.3 acres, another piece between 
Swetts Hill and Watsons Hill - 37 acres. Mark recommended not doing 
anything, research and then decide. 


Deborah Fauver asked about a right of way. 


Selectman Bittner said they roughly know where they are - may belong to 
abutters. 


Betty Godfrey spoke of two other pieces of land - one that Mr. Davidson 
had donated to the town - which she felt the town should hold on to - 
would be great for a baseball field or park. 


The Moderator asked Mrs. Godfrey to bring that up under Article 34. 


The Moderator verified with the Selectmen then announced that the 
review had been completed. 


The meeting then proceeded to Article 34. 
ARTICLE 34: 
To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting. 


Betty Gordon made a MOTION TO SEE if the town will vote to move the 
Town Meeting to either an appropriate Saturday or an evening starting at 
5:00 p.m.; SECONDED by Eric Bossidy. 


Mildred McKenzie spoke against this motion - stating that it had been 
tried in the past and no more turned out then were present now. 


Kate Cranage noted that it had been held on a Saturday morning once and 
should be available to all. 


Selectman Bittner noted that it was put to a vote and was voted to change 
back to Tuesday. 


Attorney Gardner said that there is a statute involved - can't be done under 
any other business. He further noted that to the best of his knowledge, the 
Selectmen had complied each time with State Statute (39:2a). 


The Moderator noted that if the townspeople present today voted in favor, 
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then the Selectmen would put it on the ballot for 1998. 
Betty Godfrey questioned whether a petition would be required? 


Attorney Gardner stated that the Selectmen can put it on the Warrant with- 
out a petition. 


Charles Reed made a MOTION TO MOVE the question; SECONDED by 
Ralph Kazanjian. Vote on motion to move: YES, by majority. 


Vote on "motion to see if the town will vote to move the Town Meeting 
to either an appropriate Saturday or an evening starting at 5:00 
p.m."': YES, by majority. 


Betty Godfrey made a MOTION TO SEE if the Town will vote to accept or 
keep the piece of property designated as "Ossipee Lake Road - Davidson 
Donation" for recreational purposes; SECONDED by Bette Bossi. 


Selectman Goff noted that there had been some sort of a gravel arrange- 
ment made for this property, and that there is hot top stacked on it - to 
redeem the land, the hot top would have to be removed and would take 
lots of gravel fill. 


Discussion about land, re: not worth keeping. After discussion, both Betty 
Godfrey and Bette Bossi agreed to withdraw their motion and second. 


John Krebs made a MOTION TO direct the Selectmen to sell the Village 
Store; SECONDED by Dean Balch. 


John Krebs said he had heard the status of the store, felt that it had sat too 
long, and felt the town should have it back on the tax rolls, and he knows 
there are several interested parties willing to purchase the store. 


Martha Hall asked if the Selectmen would make up an incentive package, 
re: taxes etc. 


Attorney Gardner said the town cannot give tax credits. 


After discussion, John Krebs and Dean Balch withdrew their motion and 
second, and John proposed another motion: 


MOTION to direct the Selectmen to sell the Village Store by sealed bid; 
SECONDED by Karen Hatch. 


Bob Cedar noted that the store is part of the heritage of Freedom. What's 
to prevent a new owner from knocking it down? 


Eric Bossidy agreed that it was a sentimental issue, but felt something 
needed to be done. 


Pat McCoy noted that the Selectmen had already done sealed bids - and 
what happened with those? 


Selectman Bittner explained that all of the bids had been refused as insuf- 
ficient - they hadn't gone through the review process, and needed to at 
least get the $24,000.00 owed in back taxes. 
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Julie Coates asked if the sealed bids could be advertised with a minimum. 


Maureen Eldridge spoke on behalf of keeping the property to be used for 
Freedom's youth. 


Selectman Goff said they needed to get the feel of the people; grandfathered 
for a store, lunch counter tremendous amount of space - quite a project. 


Hugh Priebe asked what the criteria was for a special town meeting. 
Selectmen Goff said they'd have to obtain permission from the Court. 
Hugh Priebe asked if Town Meeting could be continued? 


Attorney Gardner said no it could not be continued because it was not on 
the Warrant. He said the town would not be able to get permission from 
the Court to hold a special town meeting unless the judge could be con- 
vinced it was an emergency. 


Hugh Priebe asked if the case was provable? 


Attorney Gardner said it was unlikely - the roof leaks, but the foundation 
is okay - you'd have to get expert testimony... 


Hugh Priebe asked if there was enough money in the budget to keep the 
roof from leaking for an entire year. The Selectmen answered "YES". 


Gail Bickford asked if the sealed bid could restrict the use and purpose. 
The Selectmen stated that they could enter some specifications... 


Gail Bickford made a MOTION to put into the specs the intended use of 
the building. 


Attorney Gardner said that with a sealed bid they could include a mini- 
mum price, but that the property would go to the highest bidder. The prop- 
erty either has to be sold by sealed bid, or set up a different framework. 


Gail Bickford withdrew her motion; there had been no second. 


John Krebs asked if the property is sold by sealed bids to the highest bid- 
der, if Selectmen put provisions in the bid documents, can they pick and 
choose or does it have to go to the highest bid? 


Attorney Gardner said property acquired by Tax Collector's deed has to 
either be kept, sold by sealed bid or at auction. 


John Krebs - it would go to the highest bidder at auction? 
Attorney Gardner: Yes. 


Attorney Gardner also noted that the property is grandfathered as a store 
- non conforming uses very carefully protected by supreme court. 


Eric Bossidy noted that when the store is bought and sold, it will need to 
be brought up to code. He wanted to propose an Amendment to the 
Motion to keep the exterior of the building the same... 
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Attorney Gardner told him that can't be done without Warrant Article and 
another Town Meeting. 


Marge Conrey asked if the Selectmen can refuse all bids? 
Attorney Gardner said "yes.". 


Phyllis Mayhew noted that in 1975 or 1976 the Town Hall had been 
declared an historic building. Did the store qualify? 


Betty Gordon noted that she had been on the study committee for the store 
property and that possibility had been investigated, and it might be possible. 


Frank Westerhof made a MOTION TO MOVE the question; SECOND- 
ED by Bob Spaulding. VOTE- on motion to move: YES, by majority. 


VOTE on motion to authorize Selectmen to sell the proposed by 
sealed bids: YES, by majority. 


Betty Gordon called for a division of the house. A count was made and it 
was: 58 YES, 24NO._ The motion carried. 


Justin Brooks made a MOTION TO ADJOURN; SECONDED by Betty 
Godfrey. 


VOTE TO ADJOURN: YES, by majority. 


The meeting was adjourned at 1:55 p.m.

REPORT 


To clear up a frequently asked question -- The Board of Trustees deter- 
mine library policy, oversee material, books etc., that provide and promote 
education and recreation for citizens of this community. 

The year 1997 found the Library Needs Assessment Committee actively 
working on designing a survey form to be sent out to all tax payers and home 
owners in Freedom. Once the completed survey sheets had been returned, the 
findings indicated a critical need for additional space, expanded hours and 
more visible signage. The Librarian and Trustees are truly grateful for the fine 
job this committee's volunteers did compiling the information. A Building 
Committee has been selected by the Trustees and is comprised of Ed Reed, 
Chairperson, Emery Stokes, Mark Bittner, Elizabeth Rhymer and Howard 
Bouve who will explore ways to expand library space and resources to better 
serve community needs. The committee will keep Trustees apprised of 
progress, and we will inform the town through newspaper updates. 

The library furnace gasped its last breath this fall and had to be replaced. 
The new one was selected after obtaining advice and estimates from three 
sources and was chosen with an eye toward the possibility of an expanded 
facility. 

Cindy Davis continues to entertain our pre-schoolers with her weekly sto- 
ryhours, and welcomes any and all who would like to attend. 

Activity continues to increase with second graders regularly using the 
library to select books or receive help with their school work.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN/ 
STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are avail- 
able to assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and training 
programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If 
you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call 
our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, preven- 
tion, and law enforcement. The 1997 fire season was a safe period for wildland 
firefighters with no major injuries reported. The drought conditions experi- 
enced during the early summer months was a significant factor resulting in the 
total number of fires reported during the season. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 
3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in 
the quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in con- 
trolling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and sup- 
pression costs as low as possible.

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CODE OFFICER REPORT 


A total of 150 permits were issued for the calendar year 1997. Eighteen of 
these permits went for new homes. The remainder were for garages, sheds, 
barns and remodel projects. 

My requested budget for 1998 is $4,600.00. This is up $270.00 from my 
1997 budget of $4,320.00. although I didn't use all that was appropriated for 
1997, 1 feel this appropriation is proper for the following reason: On occasion 
I have not submitted all time spent on the job in my monthly report. There are 
times that-business carried out of my home does not always get charged and I 
feel that I must do a better job of charging my time in the event of a change of 
persons carrying out this responsibility This will provide a more accurate 
accounting of time spent and needed for the job. 

I might also add that it is not always simple to estimate time needed due to 
the nature of this responsibility. The one reassurance is that the permit fees col- 
lected over the years has more than adequately covered the expense of this job.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
REPORT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment received 19 applications in 1997. Half 
of those applications involved requests for dimensional variances (requests to 
build new structures or additions which are located at least in part in the side, 
front, or rear setbacks). Six dimensional variances were granted, 2 were 
denied, and one application is still pending. 


The Board also: 
° Interpreted Section 309 of the zoning ordinance to allow a mobile home 
to be used as an "accessory apartment in an owner-occupied single fam- 
ily dwelling limited to use of related family members... " 


e Granted a variance to allow the construction of an owner-occupied sin- 
gle-family apartment below the current post office. 


e Found that boat storage was a pre-existing, nonconforming use on three 
of the lots held by Ossipee :Lake Marina, and approved two 50' by 200' 
boat storage sheds to be located on those lots. 


e Granted two septic variances in the village area for lots that were too 
small to comply with the 125" setback from wetlands, but which had 
obtained state approval due to innovative septic designs. 


e Granted a use variance to allow office space on the upper floors of the 
former Freedom Village Store building. 


The Board now has authority (thanks to a new state statute) to hear 
requests for an Equitable Waiver. That means we have some limited ability to 
forgive honest mistakes in the location of new structures. One such case came 
before the Board this year, but both parties have retained lawyers and asked us 
to hold the case while they attempt settlement. 

Our work has been greatly assisted this year by our new secretary, Karen 
Hatch. She handles the forms and typing at the Town Office, while one of our 
members continues to take minutes at the meetings. 

The KSC Realty Trust matter (the sale of water from the Foord property 
on Route 153) is still pending at the Carroll County Superior Court. The Court 
has dismissed some of the issues raised by KSC, but a substantial portion of 
the case remains for trial. | 

We continue to work closely with the Conservation Commission on mat- 
ters involving wetlands and septic systems. We also continue to value citizen 
input at our meetings. Our policy is to hear from anyone wishing to speak (or 
to write, as the case may be).
